FORT WAYNE HAS THREE ORGANIZATIONS OF VETERANS OF THE CIVIL WAR 


HEBE are in Fort Wayne three 


distinctive old soldiers' orc»niza- 
tions, the members of which sa-w 


Mrrioe in the war of the rebellion— 
the Union Veteran legion, the Sion S. 
Baas post, G. A. E., and the Lairton- 
W»yne post, G. A. R. 


In the date of its organization, the 


Sion S. Bass post is the oldest. 
It, 


however, was not the first organization 
formed in this city by the soldiers of 
the civil war. 
Col. Joseph Kickley, of 


the Union Veteran legion, in a conversa- 
tion with the Sentinel reporter, spcnks 
of an old soldiers organization that was 
formed in this city soon after the close 
of the war, probably in 1806. He was 
a member of it, but is unable to give 
sufficient data concerning it to permit 
of an extended mention of its history 
or its officers. 


The Sion S. Bass post was formed in 


1SS1 and since then it has maintained s, 
continuous organization. It was named 
in honor of CoL Sion S. Bass, of thU 
city, who me.t his death in one of tho 
battles of the war, and like the Lawtoi:- 
\Vayne post, always lakes a prominent 
part in the m«rnoriai exercises. 
Death 


is rapidly thinning tho ranks of both 
thcso posts, a» it is also those of the 
Union Veteran legion, and none of them 
have anywhere near as many member* 
as formerly. And then, too, there are 
a number of surviving old soldiers who 
do not belong to any present old sol- 
diers' organization. 


The Sion S. Buss post now has 150

The building of a new modern vaude- 


ville theater in Fort Wayne during the 
coming summer was yesterday assured 
through tho signing of papers in Kala- 
mazoo that brought to a 'successful 
termination a deal that has been pending 
for several weeks. 
The building is to 


be erected on the Oliver Hanna property 
at Clinton nnd Wayne streets and the 
actual work of razing the old brick 
building that has stood as a landmark 
for years, will begin within a week.

Decoration Day. 


With more than half a century elapsed since the be- 


. ginning of a conflict that stands overtowering above the 
•wars of recorded history, it is a hopeful sign to see that 
receding years have not lessened but increased the Ameri- 
can public's measure of gratitude to the soldier of the civil 
war and its appreciation of his sacrifice and his devotion. 
There is just criticism that in some respects the spirit of 
Decoration day has been lost sight of in the thoughtless in- 
troduction of sports and pastimes wholly at variance with 
the sentiment that prompted the first Decoration day holi- 
day, 
but "there can be no well-founded charge that the 


great mass of the people have lost sight of the true spirit 
of the day. 
We see the solemn pomp, the waving flags, the flower- 


bestrewn mounds where soldiers sleep, and we note 
with eyes near moist the march of the thinning blue line. 
It is much smaller now than a few years ago; the step is 
less elastic, and sometimes even tottering, while time has 
added it whitening touch to locks once dark. Yet there is 
still a splendid pride in the pageantry of the blue, and we 
pause in deep and genuine reverence as it passes. With 
the Decoration day, also, comes the realization that in 
paying tribute t<» the valor of the veterans we are devel- 
oping Avithin our own hearts a deeper patriotism and a 
more wholesome Americanism. Time has healed war's 
•wounds, but there will bo no cessation in the growth of 
patriotic devotion so long as there shall remain one of 
those veterans of the civil war to point the way or one 
whose recollection carries him back to close touch with 
'the spirit of those blood-bathed days. 


America's indebtedness to her soldiery living and 


'dead is an obligation that can never be discharged. It in- 
creases in just'the proportion which a greater develop- 
ment permits the American people to enjoy enlarged 
fruits of devotion in the perpetuated land which the 
^American soldier gave to those who came after him. In 
the perfonnancc of a sacred duty in the observance of 
Decoration day we arc honoring the soldier living and 
'dead, but we arc in still larger degree developing our. own 
spirit of patriotism that will enable us to more approx- 
imately measure tip to tho highest ideals of American 
citizenship. The American soldier pointed the way to 
those of us who followr'and flags and flowers and eulogium 
but feebly compensate for his patriotism, his valor and his 
devotion.* It is we of today who most profit if we learn 
well the lesson these emblems typify and catch within our 
own. hearts the true spirit of lofty and ennobling Ameri- 
can patriotism, the valor and the heroism the American 
soldier has always loft as a priceless heritage to his people

of the war. A small part., a fragment of his collection of nega- 
tives went to the Government at Washington. The uiftiu part 
was sold for debt. Brady himself did not know what hail bo- 
come of them. The frail "plates bearing this'.precious record of a 
time when the Nation :was in an .agony of-upheaval, when shells 
were screaming and men were dying in order that the Union 
mi»ht be preserved—all these fragile glass plates lay neglected 
and foiM'otien in an old garret. And there they remained for a 
miarter of a century. Then at last they came to light again. 
Collectors who realized the nature of these negatives immediate- 
ly nrasped their tremendous significance to the country at large 
•imf inaugurated a great country-wide movement to obtain all 
these and-other war-time pictures, identify awl preserve ihem. 
\ fortune was spent in this quest, but after many months, labor 
on the part of a large body of trained workers, and co-operation 
bv patriotic societies, ollicials, and interested persons every- 
where the work is at last complete-just at the time when the 
semi-centennial is being celebrated.
